An Arresting Challenge in 1923 

Daring the enquiry into the basis, 
function and control of financial credit 
which ensued as a result of my resolu- 
tion .in 1923-24, the. left wing of Par- 
Iiament fought a lone and discour- 
aging battle. True we were able to 
explode some ofthe theories which 


underlie orthodox finance, but the 
great majority of parliamentarians 
were indignant at our presumptuous 
ness, and wrapped up their minds, so 
to speak, in' a doubtful blanket of se- 
curity, which was that the financial 
system could not be improved and 
that we im particular has the best 
‘system in the world. Nevertheless 
our challenge of the: system was a 
fact which arrested attention: outside 
of Parliament, People began to ques- 
ton, to seek information, to reflect, so 
that today few even in Parliament will 
question the propriety of further study 
of .banking and credit, and perhaps 
few would go so far as to say that the 
system now in practice eaaue. not be 
improved ‘upon;.

You cannot use the city utility for 
watering lawns or gardens except be- 
tween 8 and 10 in the afternoon; nor 
sprinkle any street or streets whatso- 
ever; neither are you allowed to use 
the city system to wash your auto- 
mobile except between the hours of 
8 and 10 in the afternoon; provided 
the latter clause shall not apply to

Competition is the soul of trade, 
even if it hurts as bad as the motor 
trucks hurt the C.P.R. Government 
ownership is all right within limits.

C. P..R. Crop Statement Is 
Favorable to Whole West 


Winnipog, June 18.—Cool woathor 
throughout the Wost during the past 
weolt has created a conditfon vory 
favorable fot the development of a 
good root system whereby grain will 
stand up well in a perfod of drought, 
according to the weekly survey of crop 
conditions throughout the prairio prov, 
inces issued from the Agricultural De- 
partment of Canadian Pielfic Ratlway 
here today. Entire West was again 
Hberally supplied with rain during the 
week and is suflicient to carry crops 
through period of drier and warmer 
weather. Such a period would be wel- 
come as growing would be even more 
rapid. All crops showing thik healthy 
stand, Recent rains brought late sown 
grain along to even stand and have 
germinated segd in lighter soil which 
has lain dormant, Crops have gone in 
in good time and this has given farm- 
ers every opportunity to push summer- 
fallowing so that this activity is more 
advanced now than at this time in 
most seasons. Fall rye headed out in 
som® districts, but taken as a whole 
crop is expected to be light. Hay crop 
seems assured with sufficient moisture 
to bring it along. Pastures are good 
with livestock looking in good condi- 
tion. 

Crops made excellent progress dur- 
ing the past week in Manitoba. Mois- 
ture received generally came in steady 
rain and was easily absorbed by the 


- 80il as it fell, so that except in a few 


spots there has been on flooding. The 
whole province now has plenty of 
mc<isture, Grass is abundant and hay 
Cattle and all stock 
ol grass in good condftion and so far 
there has been an absence of flies and 
mosquitoes to anoy them. Crops have 
svuff--ed no damage from insects or 
pests of any kind and prospects just 
now Ik the best this province has 
hed fo. a good many years. 


Rains in ‘Saskatchewan coming 
alon,, ¢3 they did just after exception- 
al’: zou.! seeding weather has result- 
ec ‘n crovs being in fine condition and: 

In South 
central portion of province due to dry 
conditions late seed was slow in germ- 
inating and stand has become some- 
what uneven, but with excellent mois- 
ture conditions now prevailing, this 
crop has every “chance of making up 
for time lost. Good crop of hay is ex- 
pected as grasses did not suffer to 
any extent during past dry spells.

Weather conditions have been very 
favorable in Alberta during the past 
week. Both wheat and coarse grains 
coming along well and insofar as color 
and germinatioh are concerned, have 
seldom been in better condition than 
at the present time. Some early wheat 
is already in shot blade. All sections 
have received raing since last report 
and there is sufficient moisture to 
carry crops for two or three: weeks 
under normal weather conditions. Rye 
heading out on short side, but may im- 
prove with recent rains.

HOUSE OF COMMONS 


(Continued from Page 1) 

Of course conditions in other 
| countries, especially in Great Britain 
and the United States, have assisted 
greatly in the change of attitude 
above noted. In 1923 the Labor Party 
of Britain rejected the analysis ‘of 
Major Douglas and practically en- 
dorsed the financial theories of ortho- 
dox economists. But on the 17th of 
April, 1928, we find a very decided 
change of opinion. The ‘Conference 
between Labor and Capital submitted 
on that date a memorandum to the 
British Government signed by Sir 
Alfred Mond representing the Cap- 
italists and Ben Turner for Labor. 

Chief Emphasis on Credit Policy 

In this memorandum the chief em- 
phasis is placed upon the problem of 
financial credit. Itadvocates a great- 
er elasticity of credit and requests the 
Government to institute a full enquiry 
with a view to devising the best sort 
of credit policy for Britain and that 
this shall be done at once before any 
other step is taken. Mention should 
also be made here of the work of 
Right Honorable Reginald McKenna 
in his influential capacity ‘as Chair- 
man of the Midland Bank. He is one 
of the few bankers of the world who 
knows what the proper function of a 
bank should be and who: understands 
the economic ‘Significance of improper 
credit : ‘control, He uses his opportun- 
Styvin, making his annual address to 
‘the: ‘shareholders, to analyze the credit 
problem and to urge a ‘etter system. 
He wants a system in which trade 
shall. determine credit issue rather 
than a stupid gold basis which has no 
intelligent relation or connection with 
any thing of importance. 

Gold Basis Disregarded in U.S.A. 

Méannwhile, tlings are moving in 
the United States. The Central Re- 
serve Bank in its efforts to prevent in- 
flation has been forced , to - disregard 
the gold basis and as McKenna says in 


respect. thereto, ‘the, effect,.of,,inflow-,., 


ing gold has been nullified in accord-|” 
ance with the dictates ‘of policy’— 
“and credit was actually increased in 
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and ‘not as horotofore In response to 
tho prosonco of gold, And further, Mc 
Konna says in rospect to what has 
boon going on In America since tho 
wars 
“Tho American price level is not 
affected by gold movoments, but. {is 
controlled by the policy of the resorvo 
bunks in expanding or contracting 
credit, It follows, therofore, that it is 
not the value of gold in America which 
determines the value of the dollar, but 
tho value of the dollar which deter- 
mics the value of gold.” ' 
Congress to Inquire Into Reformers’ 
Proposals 
And while this “heresy” is* being 
practised by the Reserve Bank, an- 
other interesting investigation is going 
on in America, I understand that Con- 
gress is going to ivestigate the sug- 
gestions of. Foster and Catchings in 
connection with finance. These writers 
on the subject claim that alternating 
periods of prosperity and depression 
are inevitable while there is no 
means of putting into the pockets of 
consumers sufficient purchasing power 
to buy out production at any given 
moment, They hold that since a man- 
ufacturer must ask, in order to make 
a profit, more for his output than he 
paid out in production, and since the 
only means consumers have of obtain- 
ing purchasing power is through the 
money paid by the manufacturer ip 
the process of production, there must 
remain of any given output a surplus 
which consumers have no money ‘to, 
buy. This surplus of goods over pur- 
chasing power grows gradually until 
the factory has to close down and de- 
pression becomes acute. That Con- 
gress has decided to enquire into the 
problem is in itself of great signifi- 
cance, 
Financial Reform and the Session of 
1928 
The above reference to the growth 
and spreading of an idea brings me to 
ur own efforts in the present session 
of Parliment. Mr. Woodsworth’s reso- 
lution asking for the nationalization of 
the banks, which was moved early in 
the session, was in danger of -being 
defeated, -At his request I moved the 
following amendment in order that we 
might be able to get the matter before 
the Committee on Banking and Com- 
merce: 

“That in the -oultiok of this House 
the time has come for the considera- 
tion of the improvement of our bank- 
ing system and that the Banking and 
Commerce Committee be instructed to 
study possible improvements and re- 
port thereon.” 

My amendment carried, the com- 
mittee investigated and has just made 
its report which Parliament has en- 
dorsed. - 

The whole proceedings of this en- 
quiry have been published and should | 
be interesting in many respécts. If al 
perusal of the proceedings of the 
committee in connection with the 
issue does not enlighten, it should at 
least reveal the psychological attitude 
of bankers atid parliamentarians to 
the suggestion of Social Credit. 

H. E. Spencer’s Work in Parliament 

Mr. Spencer, M.P., of Battle River, 
deserves great credit for his diligent, 
able and effective work as an advo- 
cate of Social Credit, and in particular 
for his work in Parliament im respect 
to the investigation just concluded. 
After much questioning and argument, 
I think Mr. Spencer has at last’ con- 
vinced the bankers that when John 
Jones borrows a hundred dollars from 
a bank that he does not borrow the 
one hundred dollars which John Smith 
has deposited on savings account. 
Rather that John Jones borrowed one 
hundred dollars of his own credit and 
made a corresponding deposit in the 
form of a security. Hence, every loan 
becomes a deposit and the theory of 
the bankers which might have been 
true in the infancy of banking i no 
longer true, 

Those of us who are pioneers in the 
advocacy of credit reform have no ex- 
pectation that we will waken up some 
fine morning to find the whole system 
of national finance organized on a 
Social Credit Basis. We know, on the 
contrary, how far we are from such a 
happy consummation, no matter how 
devoutly we may wish its immediate 
establishment. With every point, 
therefore, which. we’ cant force the 
bankers to yield to, reason robs them 
of an excuse for continuing their out- 
worn system with its superstition for 
a gold basis, and with their private 
profit as an end rather thdn economic 
function. Men like Mr. Spencer are 
the heroes in a fight like this.

They were captured and 
conditioned in Jasper National Park, 
transported to Montreal, and shipped 
on the s.s. Cairnisk which sailed for 
Scotlond on May 18. 

Activity in Wainwright Oil-fields

wright field is expressed by a party 
of Edmonton business men who visit- 
ed the district during the past week. 
Keen interest was shwn in the heavy 
flow of crude oil being produced on 
the Wainwright location and in the

Alberta Cattle Shipped Overseas 

Some 300 head of Alberta cattle, 
comprising the first shipment of live 
cattle to leave Canada for over a year 
for Great Britain, were loaded on 
board the s.s. Manchester Regiment at 
Montreal on Thursday last, having 
bee shipped direct from Calgary. 


Governor-General to Visit Peace River 
Country 

A week’s trip through the Peace 
River country during July is planned 
by Viscount and Lady Willingdon, ac- 
cording to word just received by 
Premier Brownlee. Their excellencies 
‘hope to leave Edmonton on their 
norther trip on July 15, going by train 
to Peace River, from there by motor 
to Dunvegn, thence by Hudson’s Bay 
steamboat up-river to Pouce Coupe 
and driving back through the Valhalla 
district to Grande Prairie, from where 
they will return by train to Edmonton. 
It is the intention of thé Government 
with the co-operation of various. or- 
ganizations in the north, to make the 
excursion into the northland a real 
event for the governor general and his 
party and to show‘them as much as 
possible of the farming districts where 
such marked development is taking 
Place this season.

be so serious. 

Those who aié #ésponsible for the 
Cate of children should appreciate that 
the life of the child, when attacked 
by sickness, may depend upon prompt 
treatment. Certainly, in two diseases, 
scarlet fever and diphtheria, every 
houn’s delay endangers the Hfe of the 
child, 

In Canada there were 362 deaths 
from scarlet fever during 1926. This 
loss of huma life is, of course, serious. 
In addition, there ig a much larger 
number who recovered, some of whom 
are more or less permanently dam- 
aged, 

Scarlet fever antitoxin, Ike diph- 
theria antitoxin, should be made freely 
and readily available throughout Can- 
ada for the. saving and conserving of 
human life.

SECOND INSTALMENT INCOME 


TAX DUE JUNE 30 


have to be sent out for acceptance and 
credit cannot be given until they are 
returned from the banks. 

There are some who simply forward 
a cheque with no covering letter and 
whose signature cannot be deciphered. 
Others put cash in an envelope with- 
out any note of who is sending the 
remittance. Both these methods of 
paying tax cause a great amount of 
trouble and are not recommended. It 
only takes a moment to make out a 
slip showing the taxpayer’s name and 
address written plainly and when this 
{gs enclosed with the remittance there 
is o delay in having the credit put 
through and the receipt forwarded by 
return mail, 


Those taxpayers who adopted the 
instalment basis of settlement of their 
Income Tax liability which was due 
April 30th last, are reminded that the 
last day for payment of the second in- 
stalment will be Saturday, the 30th 
inst., on which date one-quarter of the 
total tax due, together with interest 
thereon at the rate of 6% per annum 
for two months, is payable at the 
various district offices of the Income 
Tax Branch, Department of National 
Revenue. Any payments made after 
that date will carry an extra 4% in- 
terest. In other words, the Act pro- 
vides that the interest rate shall be 
10% per annum on any portion of the 
Tax that is due and unpaid. 

All those persons who must file 
returns and particularly those who 
are taxable and who reside in the dis- 
trict: north of a line just south of La- 
combe and those adjacent to or north 
of the Lacombe-Coronation line of the 
C.P.R. are now in the district of Ed- 
monton which was created on April 
1st last. The office of the Inspector 
of Income Tax for this new district is 
situated in the Post Office building, 
Edmonton, to whom all payments for 
Tax and interest should now be made, 

When forwarding payment of Taxes 
care hould be taken to see that the
